37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant correctly indicated to the Examiner that the new matter 
rejection made in the last Office Action (1/31/06) was in error as Applicant found support for his amendment on page 
14 of the specification, and the Examiner agreed and apologized to Applicant, and the new matter rejection of record 
would be dropped in any subsequent Office Action (i.e. Examiner's Answer). However, the Examiner still felt that the 
103 rejections of record were still valid as the motivation to combine the references, simply put, is that lactoferrin was 
known to be effective against a wide range of microbess (primary reference), and that these wide range of microbes 
were known to be found in meat products (secondary references), making it obvious to use lactoferrin to inhibit 
microbial contamination of meat products for health and economic reasons. 
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
